IN THE MATTER OF JOHN GUSTAVUS 
CROSBIE, A LUNATIC. 
13th August, 1859. 
Sine —A long letter published ii your very indepen- 
dant journal of this day, Messrs. Lewis & Howe, 
appears to me to endeavour to support the idea that 
Captain Crosbie ought not to have been defended at all. 

The fact that the commission did not come to a close 
until seven o’clock on the evening of the fifth day of 
sitting, coupled with Mr. Commissi ner Henn’s obser- 
vation to the jury—viz., that “no time had been 
wasted in that very important case.’’---I should satisfy 
aly sane man that my poor client had been properly 
and justifiably defended by me, but at very great disad- 
vintage and stort notice. If Messrs. Lewis & 
Howe think otherwise, I ask the public are they not 
labouring under a “delusion ;” and had they not better 
(to use my client’s style of language) “ keep a sharp 
look out.” 

The case was adjourned the first day on the ground 
that my client had not got notice of spreading the com- 
m:#sion, and that, in point of law, he should be present, 
althouzh the learned serjeant stated the poor gentleman 
was not pronounceable. I obtained an order on the 6th 
instant from the Lord Chancellor, in Captain Crosbie’s 
presence, at the inquiry at 11 o'clock on Monday the 
sth., and from day to day pending the inquiry. This 
orler of the highest legal functionary in this kingdom, 
was violated and set at nought until the legal gentleman 
opposed to me allowed it to be acted on, although my 
counsel repeatedly applied to the Commissioners, and 
insisted on Captain Crosbie being brought into 
court, and informed thew that he was outside 
in custody of the Marshal. When he was allowed into 
court all the important evidence in the case had been 
given against Captain Crosbie, including that of his wife 
and the two doctors. 

I have the satisfaction of feeling that within the time 
I had to prepare it, [ made the best defence I could. In 
time the public will know whether Captain Crosbies being 
proposed and seconded for Kerry, and whether he was 
recommended to the consideration of the people by any 
of their pastors, is a “ myth” or act.—1 have the honour

THE PONTEFRACT INQUIRY. 

The following are the principal passages of the report 
issned to-day. The committee recapitulate the facts 
already reported as tothe negociations for a conipromise 
and the agreement for a reference. 

The negociations ended in the following agreement: 
—“*QOne party contends, and the other denies, that a 
scutiny could be demanded under its provisions [the 
memorandum of reference]. To support these different 
views, both refer to the two telegrams, and Mr. Foses 
letter of the 19th of July. But your committee observe, 
and they observe with concern, that these documents, n 
the only point at issue, are almost, if not quite, as ani- 
biguous as the memorandum itself. 

“In consequence of this arrangement the petition. 
against the return of Mr. Overend was withdrawn by 
Mr. Childers, on Wednesday, the 20th of July, and Mr 
Leeman, as his agent, went down to Pontefract to pre- 
pare his statement for the referee. 

“There cannot be a doubt that Mr. Leeman act 
under the strongest conviction that in the reference he 
would be entitled to claim the seat for his client. Inde- 
pendently, altogether, of the parol evidence, the fact is 
established by the letters he wrote to Mr. Cariss and Mr. 
Rose. 

Mr. Spofforth, and Mr. Rose both admit that at the 
time when the agreements for a reference were ex- 
changed, Mr. Childers urged that the matter must be 
gone into immediately, “: so that, if he had a decision in 
his favour, “he might be enabled to have a writ issued 
before the end of the session.” It is also admitted that 
Mr. Spofforth communicated to Mr. Rose that Mr. Lee- 
man would not consent to the postponement of tlie 
reference, adding, “It was evident that Mr. C iildeas 
expected he could get the seat.” This communication 
seems to have made but little impression on Mr. Rose, 
who said, “ Powh, pooh; it is ridiculous that a man of 
Mr. Leeman’s discretion or acumen would never have 
signed that agreement under such an expectation.

‘Tue Y acHT “ St. Ursura.”—The yacht St. Ursula re- 
turned to Fairlie from her Atlantic cruise on Friday 
last. She left Sandy Hook on the 23rd of June, and 
made Fairlie in 21 days. At first she was retarded by 
baffling head winds till the 11th of July, when she 
encountered a heavy gale from the south-west, in which 
she ran at times 14 knots. Mr. Basil Ronald had 
quite recovered from the effects of the accident in the 
gale during the voyage out. On their arrival at New 
York the party received the greatest kindness and at- 
tention. In the space of seven weeks the St. Ursula 
has sailed 7,500 miles, and encountered several heavy 
gales in admirable style without experiencing other 
damage than the loss of a single spar. 

Gossip FROM Berun.—The attention of politicians here 
is naturaly called to the Congress which is expected 
to follow the Zurich Conference. While Austria still 
seems to hesitate, Prussia is not averse from the 
proposal, on condition that the Italian Confedera‘ion 
shall become a fact. She will then support the res- 
toration of the banished princes to their dukedoms, 
but only on the condition of their granting consti- 
tutions and extensive administrative reforms. Prussia 
is perfectly sincere in this, as is proved by the King 
0° Naples, canditional assent to join the Confederation 
which was given after consulting the Prince Regent. 
The conference of Zurich is likely to be in its way 
as great a surprise for the world in general as the ar- 
mistice or the peace of Villafranca. It is understood here 
that, instead of making all the difficulties which were ex- 
pected, Austria, having consulted some of those female 
divinities whose worship she so wisely prefers to that 
of roystering Mars, is prepared to make at once the 
concessions which secure a speedy conclusion of the 
treaty. To her only two points are of importance 
—the restoration of the Dukes and the estabiishmes!* 
ofthe Confederation. If she brings these about, she will 
have acquired in the face of Europe all that she 
ever aimed at, and more than she gained by the sepa- 
rate treaties. (Once more her defeat will have been & 
victory. She has had long practice in managing a 
Confederation, and rather likes the amusement.— 
Letter from Berlin, Aug. 10 

Austrian Prisoners or War.—The departure of the 
first detachment of Austrian prisoners from Strasburg 
for Kehl was marked by several incidents. At the 
moment of setting out, about 20 of the prisoners, who 
are Italians, declared that they would not leave France, 
and wished to be considered deserters; they were 
allowed to remain. A crowd assembled to see the 
prisoners leave. and cigars, parcels of tobacco, and even 

ieces of money were giventothem. On the bridge of 
Bail over the Rhine an Austrian detachment was 
waiting to receive them. The crowd was so great on 
the bridge that the barrier, which is in wood, broke, 
and three soldiers of the escort fell into the water; one 
was carried away by. the current and drowned, the 
other two were saved. On reaching the German side 
of the river the prisoners spontaneously turned round 
towards the French side, and taking off their caps gave 
three cheers as an acknowledgment of the hospitality 
they had received iu France.— Galignani. 

Burstine or THE CANAL AT W ALRALL.—Great alarm . 
was excited on Tuesday morning by the giving way | 
of the embankment of that portion of the arm of the 
canal which lies between the gas works and Muarsh- 
lane. The precise spot at which the bank gave way 
is close to a worked out shaft, which very specdily 
swallowed up a vast quantity of the water so uncere- 
moniously let loose. The earth, too, gave way all round 
the shaft, so that it :oon presented the — ot & 
yawning gulf, whose mouth got wider and wider 
every minu:e. The arm of the canal was soon drained, 
and the main canal, too, for a considerable distance was 
deprived of much water, while the numerous boats 
were overturned and stranded, and the usual whart 
work was brought to a standstill. In the meantins, in 
B -atreet and the streets adjacent, down to the 
railway and extending far up Long-street and Queen- 
street, a flood led for several hours, and a serious 
amount of damage was done. It is supposed that the 
cause of the accident was the extensive undermining 
which has been carried on near the spot, by which the 
support was taken away from the shaft and the embank- 
ment of the canal rams.
